AT  THE  VOSE  GALLERY  NOT  LATER  THAN  FRIDAY,  FEB.  1st. 

Paintings  not  sold  must  be  removed  promptly  at  the  close  of 
the  exhibition. 

ENTRY  BLANKS:  (enclosed)  should  be  properly  filled  in — Top 
end  ONLY  firmly  attached  to  back  of  painting.  One  for  each 
picture.  Additional  blanks  may  be  had  by  enclosing  starmwbo 
Secretary.  * 

The  total  area  allowed  an  exhibitor  for  Water  colors  and 
Pastels  can  in  no  case  exceed  fifteen  (15)  square  feet  of  wall 
space — exclusive  of  space  between  paintings  when  hung.  Black  and 
whites  will  be  hung  in  small  gallery. 

Commission  on  sales  331%.  Members  are  cautioned  not  to  use 
mats  of  excessive  width.  Etchings  to  be  matted — outside  dimen- 
sions of  matts  to  be  14  x 19  inches. 

Any  exhibitor  wishing  to  submit  picture  or  photo  of  picture 
for  reproduction  by  the  press  should  deliver  same  to  Vose  Gallery 
care  of  Mr.  Allen  by  Jan  23rd. 

Exhibitors  may  send  names  and  addresses  of  friends  to  whom 
they  wish  to  send  announcements  to  the  Vose  Gallery  not  later  than 
Jan  28th.  Exhibition  Committee  with  full  power  to  act. 

PRIZES:  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Dacre  Bush  two  cash 
prizes  have  been  given — 1st  prize  $200.  2nd  prize  $100.  These  to  be 
awarded  by  vote  of  the  Society  members  for  the  2 best  watercolors 
in  the  exhibition. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  the  Society  membership  must  vote  or  the 
prizes  will  be  withheld.  Members  will  find  ballots  and  leave 
with  attendant  of  gallery  not  later  than  February  10th.
